■Tfie  fiumBCe  effort  of  tfiis  author  in  the  'writing  of  The  Cfiurch  that  yVouCcC 
J^ot  "Be  Stoj)j?ecCwas  a  gift  to  the  congregation  of'BeuCah  United  Methodist 
Church  in  1989.    The  occasion  was  the  centenniaC  of  the  huiCding  of  the 
first  church  at  XeuCah  in  1889.  I  acknowCedged  in  that  Book  that  it  was  an 
incornpCete  sketch.  It  was,  and  it  remains  so. 

"BeuCah  United  Methodist  Church  is  again  ceCetjrating  a  centenniaC 
oBservance  this  year  -  a  most  unusuaC  one,  to  Be  sure.  In  SeptemBer  1897, 
the  first  church  at  'BeuCah  was  Burned  to  the  ground  By  the  'BCockaders. 
[See  the  articCe  entitCed,  "The  'BeuCah  Methodist  Church  and  the 
BootCeggers"  onj)ages  20  -  22.]  Of  course  this  centenniaC ceCeBration  is  not 
ceCeBrating  the  Burning  of  the  church.  But  rather  a  century  of  Christian 
witness  and  Christian  nurture  that  BeuCah  has  provided  to  the 
community  and  its  m^mBers  after  the  BCockaders  jmrposeCy  and 
deCiBerateCy  tried  to  destroy  the  church. 

This  jn-inting  does  incCude  some  new  information,  foCCowing  this  articCe, 
that  has  Been  discovered  since  the  Book  was  first  jprinted  in  1989. 

The  Cist  of  ministers  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  on  page  51  has  Been 
updated  and  the  cemetery  survey  incCudes  those  Buried  in  the  cemetery 
since  1989  [see  page  54].  Other  than  these  additions,  the  muteriaC  is  the 
same  as  in  the  1989  printing. 

I  am  now  in  my  tweCfth  year  of  serving  the  congregation  of  BeuCah 
United  Methodist  Church  as  minister.  It  has,  indeed.  Been  my  pCeasure.

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Sometime  after  tHe  jruBCication  of  the  first  jrrinting  oftde  'The  Churcfi  tfiat 
y/ouCcC  J^ot  'Be  StovvecC  in  1989,  I  receivecC  a  cojyy  of  a  ne-wsjpaper  article 
printed  in  the  September  8,  1927  issue  of  the  Mount  JAiry  JVeovs.  The 
articCe  was  entitCecC,  "J^ew  Church  'Dedicated,"  and  it  toCd  of  a  recent 
dedication  of  a  new  church  huiCding  at  J^ew  J-CeBron  Methodist  Church  at 
Tine  'Ridge.  The  articCe  incCuded  an  excerpt  from  a  paper  By  the 
'Re'verend  J.  jA.  Cook,  the  pastor  of  J^ew  J-CeBron,  'BeuCah  and  other 
Methodist  churches.  'Rev.  Cook  had  done  "much  searching  of  the  records 
to  find  the  true  Beginning  of  Christian  work  (Mlethodist)  in  this  section." 

The  history  of  J^ew  J^eBron  and  'BeuCah  are  entwined  and  so  the  articCe 
gives  information  that  appCies  to  BeuCah  as  weCC  Both  churches  are  direct 
descendants  of  an  oCder  Methodist  church  in  western  Surry  County  which, 
according  to  this  articCe,  was  caCCed  J-CeBron.  In  the  1989  printing  of  The 
Church  that  'WouCdMjt  Be  Stopped,  I  toCd  of  an  oCder  Methodist  church  in 
the  area  that  dated  Back  to  the  Cate  1700s  or  earCy  1800s.  This  church, 
according  to  this  articCe,  was  J-CeBroru  It  was  this  church  that  was 
referred  to  in  3-Cardin  1.  "Skitt"  TaCiaferro's  Book,  Tisher  River  Scenes,  as 
"BeCCows  Meeting  J-Couse."  [See  the  articCe  on  "Teter  BeCCer"  on  pages  11  and 
12  of  this  Book  which  teCCs  what  I  knew  of  the  earCy  Methodist 
congregation  in  1989.] 

In  Rev.  Cook's  1927  paper,  he  teCCs  this  of  the  earCy  history  of  J^eBron 
Methodist  Church  from  which  BeuCah  and  J^ew  J-CeBron  were  formed  in 
the  1880  s: 

"In  t/ie  year  1^79  Tie^^.  J^Ttdrew  yeargan  came  down  t/irou^/i 
J^ancy  ^ay?  aruf  ^e^an jpreac/im^  in  western  JVort/i  Carofina.  J-fe 
was  t/ie  Jirst  34et/iodLst jTreac/ier  w/io  traveled' t/iis  sectioTt.  J-t'e 
esta^fis/ied' cHurc/ies  t/iroii^/iout  tHe  yad^in  yaffey. 

Tfie  ot2f yad^in  Circuit  was  organized in  tfie  earty  ei^/ities  of  t/ie 
ei^/iteent/i  centuTy.   Jld  t/iis  region  was  embraced  in  t/ie  wide 
reac/ies  o/t/iat  circuit  w/iic/i  extended  from  near  ^reem^oro, 
C.  to  t/ie  Tacific  Oceam 
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C/iurc/ies  were  or^anizecf  aruf  n^e  fo^  ^omes  were  fuift  /or 
worship,  jzis  a  n^fe  no  deeds  were  ^iven  or  recorded/or  t/ie  ^Ttd' 
upon  w^icH  t/iese  fo^  /iouses  stoodi  77ie  cfiurc/i  was  as  a  mfe 
organized'  in  a  jrrivate  home  a?id'  when  it  outgrew  t/ie 
accommodations  of  the  witdemess  hut  a  church  was  huift 
nearhy.  Owin^  to  the  fact  that  no  records  were  hej:^t,  it  is  atnwst 
iiTipossihle  to  trace  the  history  of  the  various  churches 
coTTiposin^  the  circuits  as  they  were  or^anizecC 

In  an  effort  to  firuf  a  date  /or  the  organization  o/  J-fehron 
Church  we  hai^e  interviewed'  the  oldest  dvin^  citizens  of  the 
community  ancf  searched' the  records  at  Dohson.  So  far  we  have 
Jaifed to /ind' an  exact  date,  hut  co?riparin^  the  records  for  the 
other  churches  we /irufthat  J-fehron  was  in  existence  as  earfy  as 
1822  and  its  history  jrrohahty  exceeds  that  date  hy  at  feast 
twenty  years. 

One  man  teffs  us  that  when  he  7?iaved^  into  this  community  in 
iS/4,  the  otd' jyeojpfe  toff  him  that  the  church  had'  heen  in 
existefu:e  for  a  huTidred^  years.  This  woutd'  carry  its 
organization  hach  to  the  days  of  J^ndrew  year^aTh  [I  don't 
know  who  this  person  was  that  toCcC  this  to  Tie-v.  Cook,  hut  it 
certainCy  couhf  have  Been  Sam  Moore  who  came  to  this 
community  around  1874.  Sam  Moore  was  a  CocaC  Cay  preacher 
who  was  instrument aC  in  'BeuQxh's  formation  in  the  1880s.  In 
1899  Sam  Moore  ancC  a  numher  of  his  famiCy  transferred  their 
memBership  from  XeuCah  to  J^ew  J^eBron  where  he  wouCd'  have 
Been  a  memBer  in  1927.] 

The  ori^iruzf  church  huitdin^  stood  on  tand'  now  owned  hy  34r. 
J-fenry  Cooh.  The  fogs  of  which  the  church  was  huift  were  ntcryed 
nearfy  forty  years  ago  aruf  usedf  in  erecting  a  tenant  house 
which  is  stiff in  use  on  the farm  of  Miss  Tattie  fUchards.  "  ['This 
is  the  same  church  which  KoBert  Hichards  descriBed  to  me  in 
1989  and  of  which  I  wrote  on  page  12  of  this  Book.] 

Hev.  J.  JL  Cook  then  teCCs  that  in  1882  a  (bg  structure  was  erected  on  the 
site  of  "New  J{eBron  Church  at  Tine  Hidge.  Thus,  it  appears  that  J^ew 
J-CeBron  Church  was  organized  around  1882.  IVe  know  the  first  church  at 
'BeuCah  was  BuiCt  in  1889.  'We  stiCC  do  not  know  why  J-CeBron  Methodist 
TpiscopaC  Church  South  divided  with  part  of  its  eastern  congregation 
Becoming  J^ew  J-feBron  at  Tine  Tddge.  If  there  was  division  within  the 
TieBron  Church,  it  is  not  rememBered;  nor  does  Tev.  Cook  suggest  this  was 
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the  case.  J-Co'we-ver,  He-v.  Cook  does  not  mention  'BeuCafi  Cfaircfi  in  fits 
articCe  either,  which  is  not  surprising,  since  the  articCe  was  in  regard  to 
the  dedication  of  a  new  Building  at  J^ew  J-[e6ron, 

Tijev.  Cook  states  in  his  paper  that  the  oCcC  J^eBron  Church  "Cogs  were 
moved  nearCy  forty  years  ago  and  used  in  erecting  a  tenant  house."  'That 
suhtracts  out  to  around  1887.  So  apparentCy  the  foCks  remaining  at  oCd 
Odehron  Church  continued  to  use  the  oCd'  church  untiCthe  church  at  'BeuCah 
was  estaBCished  and  BuiCt.  'Thus,  the  congregation  at  'BeuCah  has  existed 
for  over  a  hundred  years  and  is  a  continuation  of  the  J-CeBron  Methodist 
Church  which  has  existed  over  two  hundred  years  in  western  Surry 
County. 

I  am  gratefuC  to  "Rev.  J.  Cook  and  his  1927  paper  which  sheds  Cight  on 
the  history  of  Both  BeuCah  and  J^ew  HeBron  Methodist  Churches.

The  deed  to  Beulah  Methodist  Church   is   in  Surry  County,  N.C.,  Deed 
Book  28,   page  20  at   the  Regiser  of  Deeds  Office  at  Dobson.     It  reads 
as  follows: 

Methodist   Episcopal  Church  South   from  W.  K.   ATKINS  &  others. 
This   indenture  made  this  the  6th  day  of  April  A.D.   1892  be- 
tween W.  K.   ATKINS  and  J.   H.   ATKINS  of  Surry  and  WILLIAM 
BARTLETT  and  E.   C.   BARTLETT  his  wife  of   the  County  of  Gray- 
son and  State  of  Virginia  of   the   first  part  and   the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  South  of   the  second  part   for  and   in  consid- 
eration of  the  sum  of  $5.00  and   in   further  consideration  of 
the   love  of   the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  aforesaid  church  hath 
given  granted  sold   in  fee  simple   forever  a  certain  tract  or 
parcel  of   land   lying  and  being  in  the  County  of  Surry  State 
of  North  Carolina  on  the  waters  of  Beaverdam  Creek  bounded 
as   follows,   Beginning  at  a  black  gum  from  the  North  East 
corner  of   the  Church  at   the  bank  of   said  creek  runs  South 
to  a  Sowerwood   thence  South  50  dog.   West  6  ch.    to  a  moun- 
tain oak,   thence  North  40  deg.  West   5  ch.    to  a  black  gum 
sprout   thence  North  50  deg.   East  6  ch.    to   the  beginning 
containing  3  acres.
